SUGAR DROPPED IN PRICE. 


A Prospect That It May Go Still Lower 


Today. 

Sugar was retailing yesterday at 444 and 5 
cents per pound, and sold at wholesale houses 
at 45¢ and 4% cents. It may possibly go lower 
as there 1s prospect of a war among jobbers. 
A week or more ago the wholesale grocery 
men, who were then buying from the refiners 
at 4% cents, fixed the price of sugar to go into 
effect Aprill with the reciprocity treaty, at 
45¢ cents per pound. Many merchants ob- 
jected to this on the ground that the market 
was not overstécked and there was nothing in 
the situation to warrant selling at a loss. They 
were in the minority and were overruled. It 
is now said that they propose to fix prices on 
their own account and the wholesale grocery 
axe esterday encountered a rumor that to- 

W. M. Hoyt company, at the foot of 
Michinan avenue, would fix the pi at 44¢ 
cents, ‘a figure that a good deal of sugar was 
retailed at yesterday, ye the rumor was 
not generally credited ead of a prom- 
inent wholesale house near the Hoyt com- 
pany ’*s establishment said that he believed it. 

‘Mr. Hoyt,” he said, ‘obj rang mf to 
making e price 45. and I imagine 

that he can afford to cut 4g of a cent more 
wien & the cost price and get rid of his immense 

Mr. Hoyt himself was somewhat reticent 
concerning his intentions. He said to a re- 
porter for Tue Trisuns: ‘There is not a 
pound of sugar in our house but cost us four 
and three-quarter cents. There was no excuse 
for making the price less than cost, yet today 
a car-l was shipped out of this city at 
469-100. The market is not overstocked, 
and there “is nothing to justify the break. 
What caused the cut? Well, it was nothing 
but a spirit of nmvalry among dealers. First 
one cut; then another; and so if went until 
the market was lower than the refiner’s price.

If the Italian Government has recalled its 
Minister from the United States, either as an 
act of resentment or of hostility, it has been 
unwise, impolitic, and premature. It has been 
shrewdly surmised that the recall is only a 
sample of the political craft of the new 
Premier, who hopes to make capital for him- 
self and -the Radicals by a display of, jingo- 
ism. Butif such be not the case then the 
Government rashly has set international 
usage at defiance and has taken a step which 


lead one to bélieve that without the General’s 
affirmation. Last year and two years ago last 
fall, when he was working for John M. 
Palmer, he put forth all the energy there was 
in him. He made addresses which, though 
demagogical and unsound, were often effect- 
ive.”

SPRINGFIELD, Iil., April 1.—Senator Noonan 


' will tumvorrow introduce a bill “‘to provide 


- the economical storage, accurate weigh- 
and safe ‘transportation of grain 
and seeds by public warehousemen and

» THE NEW IMMIGRATION LAW. 


Went Inte Effect Yesterday—Digest of Its 
Purposes. 

The law for the regulation of immigration that 
was adopted by Congress just before adjournment 
gives the rules that are to be enforced at New 
York port and at other ports by the agents ap- 
pointed since the Federal Government took con- 
trol of immigration last year. 

It reaffirms the laws previously enacted for the 
exelusion of lunatics; felons, paupers, polygamists, 
contract laborers, assisted immigrants, and per- 
sons with contagious diseases. . 

It provides for the more vigorous enforcement 
of the alien contract labor law of 1885.
